Tuer is one curious point in the 
recent settlement between China and 
Japan which hitherto seems to hay 
escaped notice, We alludo to the 
suzerainty hitherto claimed by China 
over the Lewchoo islands. It seems 
remarkable that during the whole of 
the negotiations, no claim to this 
suzerainty, which ifacknowledged would 
have completely barred the demands of 
the Japanese Government, was set up; 
so that the Chineso Government may 
be said to have de facto retired from an 
untenable position, without waiting as 
usual for the mortification of a defeat, 
Still, at one time, the suzerainty was a 
thing something more than nominal, 
and the Chinese did exercise consider. 
able power or influence in the affairs 
of the Lewchoos. ‘This is the more 
remarkable, as the Chinese never con- 
quered or occupied the islands in force. 
Itis indeed recorded that in the seventh 
century a war broke ont with Chinw 
in which the latter country was 
successful, but it does not appear that 
any attempt to extend Chinese dominion 
over the islands was made till the time 
of Kublai Khan, at the close of the 
thirteenth century. An expedition was 
then fitted out, but met with no better 
success than other naval attempts of 
the Mongol rulers of China, and Lew- 
choo retained its nominal as well as 
actual independence till the ambassador 
of Hungwa, the first of tho Mings, in 
1872, persuaded the King of Lewchoo 
to acknowledge the supremacy of the 
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empire, and place himself under the 
protection of China. A Chinese colony 
was it seems introduced, and the islands 
formally declared tributary to China. 


‘This dependence was acknowledged by | 


the Lewchooans till very recent times, 
and we find ambassadors constantly 
sent from China to Lewchoo, or the 
reverse. Indeed, the King of Lewchoo 
was not considered properly entitled 
to reign till he had received formal 
investiture at the hands of an 
ambassador from the Emperor. Their 
dependence was further shown by their 
consulting the empire on all matters of 
policy, and their resignation of foreign 
trade, apparently at the instance of the 
Chinese Government, whose resent- 
ment they seemed to fear abve all 
things. So matters continued till with- 
in the last few years, when the position 
of the islands as a dependence of the 
house of Satsuma led, on the re- 
assumption of power by the Mikado, to 
Japan claiming the formal government. 
The restored Government naturally 
looked with jealousy on the Embassy 
which once in three years it was the 
custom of the Lewchooans to send to 
China, On the last visit of the Em- 
bassy, it may be remembered that the 
Japanese officials in China had instruc- 
tions to enquire who were its consti- 
tuted leaders, and to report on their 
proceedings in China, The Embassy 
certainly travelled as far as Chinkiang, 
where its presence seemed to be a 
source of difference between the Japa- 
nese and Chinese officials, but we are 
not aware if it proceeded further north 
or returned. At all events, it is pro- 
bable that, with the complete assump. 
tion of the reins of Government by 
Japan, as evidenced in the recent 
visit of H.M.S. Ourlew, any further 
communication with China in the 
form of a diplomatic mission will be 
strictly prohibited. The recent action 
of the Japanese, and its acceptance 
by the Chinese, without apparently 
even the pretence of objection 
on the score that the individuals ag- 
grieved were under the protection of 
China, and not of Japan, is an evidence 
of the altered position of affairs at 
Peking. A few years ago this claim 
would probably have been put in, in 
bar of any demand whatever of the 
Japanese. Fifty years agosuch an argu- 
ment would doubtless have been rea- 
sonable; but tenacious as the Chinese 
Government is of hollow titles, it is 
perhaps a favourable sign that it had 
the good sense to hide this one, and not 
expose itself to astill ruder blow at 
its supremacy than it has actually 
experienced. 








Summary of Hews.

The Mongol, bound for Yokohama, has 
been totally lost on the Ninepins, two 
hours after sailing, ‘The Captain, his 
wife, and three officers were drowned ; 
fourteen only saved. 


‘Felegrams received on Sunday report the 
total loss of the steamer Mongol, on the 
Ninepins, just after leaving Hongkong for 
Yokohama. So far as we have been able 
to learn, however, no particulars are given 
as to the circumstances under which she was 
lost, but it is surmised that it must have 
been during thick weather. Reuter’s 
telegram states that the larger pro- 
portion of the crew, several of the 
officers, and Captain Flamank and his 
wife have been drowned, fourteen only 
having been saved. A telegram to the 
Agents here, Messrs, Augustine Heard & 
Co., runs as follows :—‘ Afongol totally 
lost near Ninepins; Captain, wife, first 
and fourth mates, and second and third 
engineers lost.” {¢ is probable that in a 
steamer of the size of the Mongol the 1 
of life cannot thus be less than thirty. The 
steamer was advertised to sail from Hong- 
kong for Yokohama on the 11th instant, 
and we hear that her cargo consisted 
chiefly of sugar, At Yokohama she was 
to load tea for New York, filling up at 
Shanghai, in pursuance of the trade 
for which she was designed when built 
for the New York, London, and China 
S.S.N. Co. The Mongol was a steamer 
of 2,350 tonsgrossmeasurement, classed 100 
A at Lloyds, and was little more than a 
year old, having been launched at Govan 
jn August, 1878. She had proved a very 
fast and serviceable vessel, and we 
believe made one of the best runs ou 
record between Port Said and London ; 
Her loss, therefore, with the attendant 
sacrifice of life, is a very serious disaster. 

‘The American ship Horatio, Capt. 




































Hardy, which arrived at Shanghai on 


the Ist instant, from New York, with 
Kerosene oil and general cargo, was 
totally destroyed by fire, in the harbour, 
yesterday. The fire is supposed to have 
been caused by the carelessness of a 
8 Chinese tinsmith who was repairing some 
Kerosene tins on deck. Only a small 
quantity of the oil remained on board at 
the time. ‘The captain and chief officer 
were severely burnt, A full account of the 
catastrophe is given elsewhere. 

On Saturday night pumps were kept at 
work on the George Washington, the shoal 
water to which she had been moved enabling 
this to be done with effect ; and having 
thus been lightened, she rose with the 
assistance of the pontoons. The scuttle 
holes were then stopped, and she was 
towed to the Hougkew side and moored 
at Messrs. Farnham & Co.'s new wharf, 
‘The water having been further pumped 
out, some bales of cotton were re- 
moved, and the injuries she had 
tained by the fire which broke out in her 
just three weeks ago, were partially ascer- 
tained. She proves to have been badly 
burnt on the port side, by the main 
hatch, along the under side of the deck 
beams and ceiling. The cargo proves to 
have suffered very little by three weeks’ 
immersion. Except at the outside of the 
bales, the cotton is perfectly clean, and 
dries readily. The deck and rigging of 
the vessel present rather wrecked appoar- 
ance, but the hull, which has now been 
pumped dry, is reported by competent 
authorities to bo in wonderfully good 
order. It is probable the ship as well as 
cargo will be put up to auction, for the 
benefit of the concerned. 

‘The wholo of the cargo of the Conqueror, 
which ‘took fire lately, when about to 
sail, tea-laden, for New York, has 
been discharged into tho godowns at 
Hunt’s Wharf. The amount damaged has 
not yet been correctly ascertained, but is, 
wo beliove, less than was anticipated, 

We hear that the steamer Leven has 
become the property of the Chineso Mor- 
chants S. N. Co., and that her special 
employment will be lightering the Com- 
pany’s steamers at the Taku Bar. It is 
stated that the Company intend to increase 
the number of their fleet very consider- 
ably. 

‘The N.-C. Branch of tho Asiatic Society 
held its second meeting on Monday, when 
there was again rather a small attendance. 
A. Wylie, Esq., Vico-President, ocoupied 
the chair. The Rev. G. D. B. Miller, 
Messrs. W. Chrystal, W. A. Turnbull, E. 
Hamilton, E, P, Hague, W. V. Drummond 
and A. Goetz wore elected resident, and 
Messrs, A. Fauval and G. Barton non- 
resident members. Messrs, E. J. Caldbeck 
and W. Daniel (resident), and Mr. Hurry 
Hicking, of Hongkong, were then proposed. 
and admitted as members. The Chair- 
man mentioned that the Society had been 
invited to appoint two delegates to re- 
present it at the approaching Congress of 
Geographical Societies, in Paris, and the 
Council saggested Sir Rutherford Alcock 
and Pere Ds ‘The nomination re- 
quires to be confirmed at next meeting. 
A letter from M, Mesney, late of Kweichau, 
accompanying the presentation of a number 
of articles for the Museum, was then read, 
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1 vote of thanks awarded to 
that gentleman, Mr. Cordier read a very 
exhaustive paper, historical, geographical, 
religious and political, on Tougking and 
recent events there. Dr. Macgowan, 
taking into consideration the lateness of 
thehour, gave only an abstract of his Notes 
on Chinese Toxicology, referring solely to 
Araenic in this his first of the series of 
Notes. -To both gentlemen eordial votes 
of thanks were passed. 

‘Among our Law Reports will be found a 
statement with reference to the death of 
Mr. R, W. Howell, which has followed 
upon injuries received two weeks since 
through the accidental discharge of a 
revolver, This melancholy accident adds 
one more to the many sad instances of 
the danger of incautiously handling such 
weapons, and ite fatal result has been 
heard of with very great regret, 

Anumerously-attended moeting of mem- 
bers of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, was 
hold on Monday afternoon at the Lyceum 
Theatre. Tho chair was occupied by 
J. G. Purdon, Esq., Chairman of the 
Municipal Council aud Civil Commandant 
of the Corps. The meeting was called 
expressly to elect a Captain and Adjutant- 
General in the room of Captain Brewer, 
resigned. It was, however, thought 
probable that he might be induced 
to reconsider his resignation if again 
elected, under certain modifications in 
tho management of the Corps. Captain 
Cann therefore proposed, and Captain 
Rico seconded, that Captain Brewer 
be lected; Mr. Waller moving, and 
‘Mr. F. A. Groom seconding, the ap- 
pointment of Captain Hart, of No. 1 Com- 
pany. Tho ballot was in favour of the last- 
named gentleman by 46 to 21 votes, 7 de- 
clining to vote, ‘This result was doubtless 
mainly owing to the uncertainty as to w! 
ther Capt. Brower would consent to resume 
the duty. The necessity of engaging the 
servicos of a professional drill-sergeant was 
next discussed, and the matter will bo laid 
before the Municipal Council for consider- 
ion. ‘Tho Band lastly claimed attention, 
it being represented that the nineteen mem- 
bors of which it is composed have attained 
a high degree of eficiency, but that unless 
more funds were forthcoming at the end 
of the present month, they must dissolve, 
It is understood that the ‘members of the 
Corps will be invited to make up the amount 
necessary, and should that plan fail in pro- 
curing the whole sum, the Council will 
probably provide the remainder. The 
meeting separated with the usual vote of 
thanke to the Chairman. 

‘The appointment of Captain Hart, to 
be Commaidant, with the rank of Major, 
has been officially notified ; and Captain 
Brewer has since been elected to the com- 
mand of No. 1 Company. 

It is satisfactory to find that Monday’ 
agitation has already resulted in practical 
evidence of a revival of interest in the 
‘Volunteer movement. About thirty mem- 
bers of No. 2 Company attended the com- 
pany drill called by Captain Cann on 
‘Tuesday, which shows an encouraging 
increase, 

The Shanghai Riflo Club held its frst 
competition on Friday, when Captain J. J. 





























Tucker won the prize offered, with a 
Metford rifle. 

‘The Municipal Rifle Range is now being 
put toa very serviceable use. Parties 
of from 25 to 50“of the crew of 
H.M.S. Modeste aré practising daily, 
under charge of Mr. Weatherdon, chief 
gunner’s mate, for the annual prize offered 
by the Government to the best small-arm 
shot of every crew in H. Mf. Naval Service. 

‘Tho Paper Hunt on Saturday was from a 
point opposite Overweg’s bungalow, round 
by Sicaway, till within half a mile of the 
Bubbling Well. ‘The day was lovely, and 
the turnout of spectators immense, parti- 
cularly at the finish, where a double, and in 
some places treble, rank of carriages occu- 
pied the road for nearly a quarter of a mile. 
There was a full field of hunters, and 
the ran was a very good one, but long, 
with a check or two which made the finish 
ten or fifteen minutes late. The three 
firat ponies took the last jump together, 
Mr. Walker, on Apollyon, narrowly wrest- 
ing the light weight prize from Mr. Lang, 
while Mr. How carried off the honours for 
the heavies. When the concourse of 
carriages began to move off, the sulky 
temper of the Chinese pony led to several 
smashes. We saw two carriages which 
had come to grief, and a pair of lamps in 
such a position, lying deserted by the 
wayside, as to suggest that a chird trap 
had been taken across country. 

‘The excellent amusement of Football, 
which flourished a couple of winters ago 
but has since been neglected, is to be 
revived in connection with Base Bull, one 
subscription of Tis. 10 per annum admit 
ting members to the privileges of both 
Clubs. It is intended to open the football 
‘campaign on an early day. 

‘The Japanese troops having now all 
retired from Forsosa, the remainder of 
the sum to be paid under the convention 
has been handed over by the Chinese to 
the Japanese authorities hore. H.E. Mr. 
Yanagiwara leaves for Japan by to- 
day’s mail steamer. 

We understand that his Excellency 
‘Yanagiwara, the Japanese resident Minister 
at Peking, who left the capital on the 30th 
ultimo, after having had audience of the 
Emperor on the 29th, was, while on his way 
towards Tuxacuow, assaulted in the person 
of one of his retainers, who was atruck on 
the head by a stone thrown at him by a 
Chinese. Mr. Tei, who ia in charge of the 
Legation at Peking, forcibly represented 
the case to the Tsungli Yamen, That 
body expressed much regret at the 
occurrence, aud sent an escort to accompany 
the Minister and his suite for the re- 
mainder of the journey. At Tientein, the 
wounded man was visited by the Taotai; 
and the Tsungli Yamen have sent a letter 
of apology to Mr. Yanagiwara, announcing 
at the same time the capture of the 
offender. 

‘The late Missionary difficulty at Hoo- 
caow has, we are glad to hear, been success- 
fully adjusted by H. M.'s Consul, a sum 
of $200 having been paid as indemnity for 
the personal losses of Messrs. Meadows 
and Douthwaite, a proclamation issued, 
(of which we give a translation elsewhere) 
and a promise given that other premises will 
be provided as a preaching place, as svon as 




































the ill-feeling against the ‘Missioneries-has 
somewhat subsided. ‘Tho amount paid as 
indemnity does not quite come up to that 
claimed, the Chinese authorities having 
declined to pay anything on account of 
the property lost by the Mission, or its 
Chinese adherents, on the ground that 
they had no official knowledge of the 
existence of the chapel, and that the 
natives brought the trouble on themselves 
by permitting the premises to be employed 
for a different purpose than that declared. 
in the lease, But it is at any rate satis 
factory that something in the way of 
redress has been effected, and it is an en- 
couraging consideration that this result 
has been arrived at by means of friendly 
negotiation alone, ° 

The Imperial audience granted to the 
Ministers from Japan and the United 
States took place at Pexrvo, on the 29th 
ult,, at the usual early hour, ‘The Japan- 
ese Minister, as being the earliest arrival 
in China, was received first, and Mr. 
Avery immediately afterwards. HB. E. Mr. 
Yanagiwara left for Japan on the following 
day, his Interpreter, Mr. Tei, remaining 
in chargo of the Legation for the winter. 

A Cuero correspondent writes on 6th 
Dec.: ‘the German astronomical party is 
established on the Fergusson Buttress, 
where they have made all their preparations 
for the event of the 9th inst, There is every 
prospect of fine weather for their observa 
tions, The German despatch vessel Arcona, 
detailed for service in connection with the 
aciontitic expeditions, leaves on Friday, the 
Lith, for Nagasaki, and returns again in 
about a month, for the astronomers, who 
remain here meantime.—The Lighthouse 
at the Shantung Promontory hae been 
finished, with the exception of a few de- 
tails, ‘The Customs cruiser Feihoo leaves 
to-day, on her final trip to the Promon- 
tory, and it is expected that the per- 
manent light will be at work about a week 
hence. 

‘The German barque Fiirst Bismarck wont 
on shore during the night of the th inst., 
between Green and Bill Islands, at the 
entrance to Swatow. ‘The vessel has be- 
como a total wreck, aud has been sold toa 
Chinaman for §1,950. The crew wero 
saved. 

The London & China Express of 23rd 
Oct. contaius the following paragraph :— 

“Mention was made some time ago of 

the determination to which the Indi: 
Office had arrived respecting the survey o 
Captain Sprye’s land route from Rangoon 
to Kiang-hung. Great efforts have been 
made to induce Lord Salisbury to recon- 
sider his decision upon this subject, and it 
is now stated that an exploring expedition 
is being arranged, and will start to com- 
plete the survey to the Chinese frontier 
early next month. ‘The expedition will 
be accompanied by Colonel Horace Brown, 
Dr. Anderson, Mr. Ney Elias, and by 
several officials of the China Consular 
Service.” 
Arrangements in pursuance of tho’ same 
object were made out here some mouths 
ago, when Mr. A, R, Margary, of the China 
Consular Service, was detailed to act in 
coneert with the Indian party. More 
recently, another gentleman belonging to 
the same Service, Mr. C. F. R, Allen, 
passed through Shanghai to join the ox- 
pedition at Rangoon. 
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SEITLEMENT OF THE HooCKOW 
DISTURBANCE. 
‘Tur settlement of the disturbance at 
Hoochow on the spot, instead of 
having to await the tardy result of a 
reference to that land of forgetfulness, 
Peking, will doubtless be satisfactory 
to all parties concerned. To the 
missionaries, because they have got 
back the greater portion of their losses; 
and to the provincial authorities, 
because they will avoid having their 
names reported in an official manner, as 
those of men unable to put down a 
popular clamour in their jurisdiction. 
Satisfactorily, however, as the event 
has turned out, we think it is one from 
which the missionaries may derive 
some lessons. Without xi all excul- 
pating the Chinese, we ‘iayine that if 
a little less prominence ha’ been given 
to their presence after the commence. 
ment of the row, the missionaries 
would probably have come off with 
comparatively little annoyance. After 
all, events have proved that the row 
was a merely local one, and did not 
even arise from any deep-seated feeling. 
Woe miss many of the characteristics 
which have marked such disturbances 
. in other spots ; and, while perfectly 
prepared to beck up the right of the 
missionary to protection, we are like- 
wise disposed to think that, to a certain 
extent, on his own shoulders lies the 
onus of proving that his conduct has 
beon marked by no indiscretion. In 
this particular case, the evidence of the 
missionaries seemed to show that a 
little more discretion, at the beginning, 
would probably have reduced the propor. 
tions of the row, while, to say the least, 
the manner in which the aggrieved 
parties, before ever stating their case 
to H. M. Consul, rushed to lay their ez 
parte statement before the public, was 
undignified, and to a considerable ex- 
tent embarrassing to the Consul him. 
self. We do uot deprecate publicity. 
On the contrary, we think that ina 
case of this sort, the greater the pub- 
licity, the more probability there is of 
‘a pacific and reasonable settlement. 
It is only courteous, however, that the 
Consul should, if possible, be the first 
to be made acquainted with the facts, 
as otherwise their prior ventilation is 
apt to excite .prejudice against the 
parties making the statement. We 
confess this was-our own feeling on 
reading the graphic account of the 
event which was given to the public. 
We would have felt more sym- 
pathy had the points been put for- 
ward in a more modest manner, and 
we are sure that the missionary cause 
would not have suffered in conse- 
quence, either in Mr. Medhurst’s hands 
or in public estimation. With re- 
gard to the conduct of the Chinese, 
we certainly have not a good word to 
say. The pusillanimity of the Chih- 
sion showed how utterly unfit he is to 
be entrasted with any office whatever ; 








and it would be well that the Chinese 
Government be given to understand 
that pusillanimity in such a case is as 
damning as culpability. Indeed, of the 
two, far more damage has been done 
all over the world by officials afraid to 
act up to their duty, than by those 
who have by errors of judgment, or 
even evil intent, gone beyond the line 
of duty. It would be well that some 
example should be made of this too 
common failing. Looking back over 
the experience of the last ten years, we 
searoely remember a difficulty in China 
which was not fomented by the 
incapacity of the officials whose duty 
it was to repress the first signs 
of an emente, ‘Tientsin was, of 
course, one of the exceptions, for 
there the Chihsien was actually en- 
gaged abetting the mob in their work 
of destruction. As a general rule, 
however, all these difficulties arise in 
the first place from the inefficiency of 
the officers charged with the preser- 
vation of the peace. It is quite true 
that foreign officials are sometimes 
equally deficient in the characteristic 
of judgment and firmness in the event 
of a popular clamour, as we have 
ourselves had evidence in the case of the 
French Settlement. But with for- 
eigners, as yet, the sense of duty 
generally prevails over the fear of re- 
sponsibility. If anexample were made 
in one or two instances, of officials who 
failed to act when their duty was 
plainly to take decisive measures, we 
should see a great decrease in the 
number of squabbles such as that at 
Hovchow. 











‘THE AMEER OF TURKISTAN. 


Few men have passed a more romantic 
life than the present Ameer of Eastern 
Turkistan, from the time when, driven 
from his patrimony by the irrup- 
tion of Russian troops into -Khokand, 
he adopted the profession of a sol- 
dier of fortune, till the present, when 
he enjoys the reputation of being the 
most astute sovereign of Asia, whose 
alliance the two great powers of Eng- 
lend and Russia are not ashamed to 
seek. His success is a sort of protest 
against the Turkish races, who in every 
nation where they have gained the 
supremacy, from Constantinople to 
Peking, are rapidly urging affairs on 
the road to rain. ‘The Ameer, on the 
other hand, is proud of his Tadjik 
blood. To an energy unsurpassed by 
the Turkish warriors of history, he 
joins astuteness and an aptitude for 
business characteristic of the more 
settled Aryan. Not only is he 
formidable in war, from the spirit 
which he has infused into his troops, 
but in the internal administration of 
his kingdom he has succeeded in 
introducing a degree of order unknown 
elsewhere amongst Asiatic nations. 
The task which he has set himself 
to, is no easy one. Kashgarians, 
Tunganees, and the other more set- 
tled peoples of Eastern Turkestan, 





have but little in common, yet not 
only have these to be fused, but they 
have to be brought into amicable 
relations with the unsettled tribes of 
Khirgese, whose migrations extend 
within the limits of the Ameer’s juris- 
diction. For such a task, the Ameer 
is a man peculiarly fitted. Generally 
openhanded in his dealings, no man is 
more master of the arts of dissimulation 
when pohcy seems to indicate their 
use as the shortest cut to success. So 
masterly has been his dissimulation 
when exercised, that it does nob 
seem to have left behind it the ranklings 
usually following such acts. ‘Those 
who have been deceived have accepted 
their lot as inevitable; had they not 
yielded to fraud, they feel they would 
have been overcome by force; and under 
the circumstances they are willing to 
undergo the natural result of their 
defeat. By one means or other, the 
Ameer has succeeded in attaching to 
his side large numbers of Tunganees, 
the originators of the revolt in Eastern 
Turkestan, but who now find that they 
have only substituted one master for 
another—Kashgar for Peking. This 
power of attaching the conquered, 
common to all conquerors in history, is 
especially conspicuous in Yakoob Beg, 
and accounts for the almost uninte: 
rupted success which has hitherto 
attended his arms. His recent successes 
have completed the autonomy of hi 
dominions, and no independent tribes 
now seem to exist between him and 
Russia on the one hand, and China on 
the other. ‘The boundary in the former 
case is sufficiently well marked by the 
ridges of the Tienshan, and the con- 
sequent separation of the people of the 
two territories, to afford the Ameor 
some little hope of keeping out of 
an embroglio with his former foes, 
the Russians. The Chinese are still on 
a portion of what we must by this time 
come to consider his territory. After 
suppressing the Mohammedan revolt 
in Shensi and Kansub, they managed 
to push the vanguard of their troops 
by the Kiayu Pass across the desert of 
Gobi, to Hami or Khamil, thus occupy- 
ing the extreme eastern portion of the 
southern flank of the Tienshan, their 
intention being to push on and occupy 
Urumtsi. The defeat of tie Chinese 
troops in Tarbagatai, and the apparently 
re-oecupation, by the Ameer’s force, of 
Urumtsi, has “probably occurred in 
time to prevent any onward movement 
of the Chinese. It becomes interesting, 
however, to watch what will be the 
current of affairs. Should the Chinese 
make the attempt to advance, separated 
as they are from their own supplies by 
desert tracts, entailing the carriage from 
enormous distances of every article 
needed, they will probably be defeated— 
and defeat undersuchcircumstancesmust 
bedisastrous. On the other hand, it 
is likely that on his side the Ameer 
will undertake some operations to get 
rid of the intrusive force. In such 
acase, acting on the defensive, the 
chances will be more equal. If, how- 
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ever, the Ameer be successful, it is 
within the bounds of possibility that 
he may desire to carry on the war in 
the enemy's country. He is at present 
tempted by offers to interfere in Kho- 
kand, where rebellion seems to be rife, 
and which is moreover his native coun- 
try. Yakoob Beg knows the Russians 
too well to involve himself deeply in any 
enterprise which may afford them the 
opportunity of interference ; but at the 
same time, he is a Khokandese himself, 
and largely dependent on Khokandese 
officers for the administration of his 
kingdom. To avoid breaking with 
hem, he may find himself impelled to 
goon; and as a quarrel with China 
would certainly be less serious than 
one with Russia, he may consider it 
politic to press any advantages he may 
gain in the neighbourhood of Hami. 
Jt is doubtful if Russia herself would 
regret much seeing a blow dealt at 
China, So far as the Ameer is con- 
cerned, sho has pretty well gained all 
she requires in the way of commercial 
advantages. It cannot be to the in- 
terest of Russia at the present moment 
to make her empire in Asia conterminous 
with that of England—a strong inde- 
pendent State between the two may be 
as agreeable at St. Petersburgh as at 
London or Calcutta. A few years ago, 
Russia was rather anxious to take the 
part of China as against the Ameer, 
mainly because the latter, as it seemed, 
had desired to restrict communication. 
By working on the fears and tho 
interest of the Ameer, she has succeeded 
in gaining terms more fayonrable than 
she could look for from China. She 
has attempted, apparently, to repay this 
obligation by taking the Ameer under 
her patronage, and announcing her 
intention of supporting him against 
China. It is, however, very unlikely 
that these obtrusive offers will be 
accepted, or that the Ameer will stand 
in need of such questionable aid. It is 
more likely that the Ameer will be able 
to do more than hold his own against 
the Chinese forces. In such a case the 
future of his family may be distinguished 
by more extensive conquest. The 
Ameer is himself an old man, but his 
mantle seems to have fallen on his son, 
to whom has been entrusted the 
conduct of the war abont Uramtsi. 
This fact is in itself some sort of 
guarantee for the preservation of order 
in Turkesten, No greater evil could 
probably befall Eastern Asia, than the 
return of these districts to the anarchy 
which marked the decade 1854-64, 
If the son prove equal to the father, his 
success may spare us some of the com- 
plications otherwise likely to occur in 
Central Asian politics. 





HOLLAND AND ATCHIN, 


Souz ten months ago, in commenting 
on the war between Holland and 
Acheen, we attempted to show what 
really were cur interests at stake, 
and how those interests had been 
ignorantly or intentionally sacrificed 





by the British Government, in giving 
up the treaties which prevented the 
interference of the Dutch in Sumatra. 
It is curious to find that the ideas 
we then expressed have been adopted 
by the Times itself, and that that paper, 
consistent in supporting the foreign 
policy of the late Government, has at 
last made the discovery that, in this 
matter at least, it must have been at 
fault. The Times draws a very fair 
picture of the state of affairs ; presumes 
that the Dutch were urged into 
war by the precipitancy of those 
on the spot, and speculates on the 
difficulties which still lie before the 
Dutch. It sees, distinetly enough, 
that the system adopted by the 
Dutch in Java is not calculated to 
confer benefit on Sumatra, and 
deplores the retrogressive nature of 
Dutch dominion in the East. The 
curious phase of this new aspect of 
the Times’ opinion is, that seeing all 
this, it yet consoles itself with the 
thought that after all British interests 
are not likely to suffer by the change. 
If, of course, it means by British in- 
terests British prestige in the East, 
we aro willing to agree with it on this 
point. We occupy too high ground to 
be directly affected by the progress 
of the Dutcb, and are scarcely likely 
to be jealous of the advances of that 
somewhat selfish and astute nation. 
Even from this point of view, our con- 
duct in the matter has not been as 
honourable as could have been desired. 
We, in reality, in agreeing to the can- 
colling of the treaties, handed over an 
old friend and ally to the tender 
mercies of the Dutch, and it does not 
improve matters to learn that this has 
been done without consulting him or ever 
dropping hint as toourintentions. The 
Rajah of Acheen probably knew as little 
of what was going on between the Go- 
vernments as did the British public, till 
both awoke one day to find that their in- 
terests, and in the case of the former 
his possible existence, had, as it ap- 
peared, simply for the sake of saving a 
Secretary of State a little trouble, 
been wantonly sacrificed. In England, 
although the real effect of the compact 
was not understood at the time, a 
feeling of dissatisfaction was generally 
expressed at the ingenious way in 
which native interests had been ignored. 
When at length it struck the public 
mind that a mistake with respect to 
British interests themselves had been 
made, the ignorance. which usually 
marks the discussion of Eastern affairs 
came to the front. It is superfluous 
for a home paper to know any- 
thing of the Far East, so the large 
mass of information readily accessible 
is passed by as so much empty trash, 
and the writer, or speaker, generally 
contents himself with evolving his 
premises out of his own inner con- 
sciousness. It was thus that the 
damage done to British interests was 
supposed to be centred in the possible 
closing of the Straits of Malacca by 
the Dutch ocoupation of one side. We 





need scarcely say that in the possible 
solution of the question, such a consi- 
deration would have the smallest 
possible weight. We have kept open 
hitherto passages of equal importance 
with the Straits of Malacea, and against 
powers of greater calibre than the 
Dutch, and that without any very great 
expenditure of force. ‘The real point 
of offending has at least been touched 
by the Times, though in the most 
gingerly manner possible, and con- 
ts in the fact that practically our 
withdrawal of the treatics was 
equivalent to handing over to the 
close and selfish commercial system 
of the Dutch, a country with which 
we were carrying on a considerable 
trade, and the inhabitants of which 
had ‘always evinced towards us a 
friendly disposition. We did not need 
the display of force, as in China, 
to keep alive this trade; it came 
in the mutual interchange of our 
usual needs, and acted ag a whole- 
some check on the exclusive policy of 
the Dutch in the other portions of 
the East Indian archipelago. ‘The 
Achinese have evinced unwonted 
courage, and have made good use of 
their opportunities, so that, with all 
the will, the Government of Holland 
has not been able to gain any por- 
manent success. Tho disadvantages of 
Dutch occupation have therefore 
scarcely ag yet “beon felt, but the 
example of what they have done in 
the other islands scarcely promises 
well for the result when the 
ccoupation of Sumatra will leave 
them absolute command of the com- 
merce of the East Indian islands. As 
we have said, an old ally has been 
sacrificed, and British interests have 
been affected for evil. If any action 
of ours would lead toa settlement of the 
dispute on reasonable grounds, our Go- 
vernment would only be doing justice 
to itself and to old friends in under- 
taking it.

It is supposed a 
pipe connected with the boilers and the 
ship's bottom had given way. Tho acci- 
dent is apparently exactly the same as 
that which happened to the Sugust Lefler, 
at Tientsin, some months ago.—Another

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


Nov. 17th.—The Court Circular 
nounces that his Majesty will proceed 
to-morrow by certain gates of the Palace 
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to the Tr'ze Ning Kung (apartments of 
Parental Affection and Repose—the dwell- 
ing place of the Empress Mother), to offer 
salutation, and thence return to the 
imperial apartments. Preparations to be

On orders 
Deing sent down to the local authorities to 
institute enquiry, the two accused persons, 
couscious of their guilt, kept out of the 
way ; the pawnbroker ‘sending, however, 
one of his clerks to bribe an underling of 
the Prefect’s, named Niu Sin-k’iao, and 
certain of the yamén clerks, who caused 
appellant to be brought to the yamén and 
placed in strict confinement. Ho was 

jected to cruel ill-treatment, and h 
servant, when sent with money for | 
expenses, was robbed of it, and himael 
thrown into prison. ‘he ‘two accused 
persons, hiding in their respective abodes, 
have bribed the District Magistrate to 
report that they have gone away to 
their native places ; and appellant remains 
in prison, without hope of « hearing of the 
case in which he is plaintiff. He is con- 
vinced that the intention is to compass his 
death like that of his brother,—Referred 
in the usual manner. 

(2) The Court of Censorate forwards 
another® appeal lodged on behalf of a

criminals to be punished,’ have thrown 
appellant into prison and’ robbed him of 
the money he had got together to prosecute 
his case.—Referred in the usual manner.

‘THE ATTACK ON MISSIONARIES AT HOOCHOW.

English Missionary Meadows’ and others 
have come to Hoo-Chow to preach, offend- 
ing against the laws in uo respect, but 
simply exhorting men to be good; the 
gentry and people of the place, if they have 
iferonce with these men, ought simply 








\d should not collect in crow 
mit wrongful acts, thus rendering them- 
selves amenable to the laws. Nevertheless, 
on the 23rd ¢ay of the 9th moon (Ist 
November) cortaiu lawless vagabonds, 
Gisregarding the laws, took occasion of a 
ispute about the renting of a house 
‘a violent riot, assaulting the 
Missionaries and destroying their premises.

Bridges.—The bridge on the Woosung-road 
noar to the Rifle Range has been removed, and 
@ brick culvert substituted. 

‘The building of a bridge to cross the Soo- 
chow Creek at the end of the Honan road is 
still in band. 

‘Sketches and estimates for an iron bridge 
to cross the Yang-king-pang creek at its 
amouth have been received from England, 
Germany, and the French Municipal Council. 








Bundings.—The banding of the west side of 
‘the Hongkew creek from the Iron Bridge to 
the Canton Garden, has been completed. 

‘Small repairs have been made in one or two 
places to the Yang-king-pang bunding. 

‘The north bank of the Soochow creek, and 
the west bank of the Hongkew creck, between 
the iron Bridge and the Wangpoo, ‘are being 
bunded. 

Cemeteries, &e.—The paths of the New 
Cemetery abd Church Compound have been 
repaired: All. the Cemeteries are in good 
order. 

‘Drainage.—The Honan road drain mouth 
is being extended to a line with the abutment 
of the new bridge crossing the Soochow creek. 

A box drain is being made for the purpose 
of extending the Szechuen road sewer across 
the foreshore of the Soochow creek. 

‘A drain is being made in the Tiendong road, 
near to the Chapoo road, Hongkew. 

Firewells.—The various firewells are in good 
order. 

Public Garden.—The paths, &o., have been 
repaired. ‘The slope bunding on the east side 
of the Garden is being strengthened. 

Roads.—The Kiangse road between the 
Canton and Sungkiang roads, and the Hankow 
road from the Bund to the Keangse road have 
been metalled. 

Granite chip pavement bas been Iai in the 
Fohkien road from the Pekin road to the 
Soochow creek. 

‘A new 30-fect road is being formed by 
mad filling along the west bank of the Hong- 
kew creek, from the iron Bridge to the Canton 


len. 

Parts of the Hankow and Shantung roads 
being metalled. 

Granite Chip pavements are being Jaid in 

the native streets and alleyways. 

‘A stone crusher has arrived from England, 
and will, 80 soon as erected, be employed 
breaking’ granite chips for metalling the 
roads, &. 

Ourds and Sidechannel—Curbs and side- 
channels have been laid in the Hankow road 
from the Szechuen to the Honan road ; in the 
Canton road from the Bund to tie Szechuen 
road, and in the new Hongkew road. 

Carbs, &e., are now being laid in portions 
of the Hankow, Canton and Shanso roads, 
and in the nat streets. 

—A small bunding has been 
made on the New Cemetery road, to protect 
the mouth of the culvert. 

‘The trees on the Bubbling Well road have 
been trimmed.

Droppings shall not be allowed to accumu- 
late, 80 as to be offensive. 

The license at present shall be for three 
months, say from Ist December next, at the 
end of which time the Council to have the 
power to renew or cancel it as they see fit, and 
to alter or amend auy of its conditions. 

‘The license feo shall be $9 (Nine Dollars) 
a quarter, payable in advance. 

‘The drivers in charge of the carriages shall 
not shout or ereate unnecessary noise. 

Dust-bins,-—The idea of fixing dust-bins for 
the reception of garbage, &,, has been 
definitely abandoned, as the Health Officer, 
Inspector of Nuisances, and Municipal En- 
inser were of opinion that owing to tho 

ificulty there would be in inducing the 
Chinese to deposit their garbage in them, 
they would prove of little use, besides being 
expensive to buy. 

fre Department—Those Insurance Offices 
that have not yet given the necessary 
authority empowering the members of the 
Shanghai Fire Department to act at fires on 
their belialf, have been written to, enquiring 
whether they had yet come to any decision 
in the matter. 

Register of Burials. —There being no record 
in the Municipal Offices of interments in th 
Cemeteries under the Council's control prior 
to 1869, the Committee have authorized 
copies being made of the Registers in existence 
since 1859, which have kindly beon placed at 
the disposal of the Council by the Rev. 
Canon Butcher.

GENERAL MEETING OF THE 8. V. ©. 


A mecting of members of the S. V. C. 
was convened by Municipal notification, 
for Monday afternoon, at the Lycoum 
‘Theatre, the business being to elect « 
Captain’ and Adjutant-Goneral in the place 
of Captain Brewer, resigned ; and to afford 
opportunity for discussing any other busi 
ness that might be brought forward in 
connection with the Corps. ‘The chair was 
oconpied by J. G. Purdon, Esq., Chair- 

n of the Municipal Council und Civil 
lant of the S.V.C. No doubt 
the early hour, four o'clock, at which the 
meeting was called prevented many Volun- 
teers attonding, but still there was a good 
muster, and amongst those pres 
noticed :—F. E, Heyden E 
Defence Committeo ; Capt:

‘The Cuareaay, after stating the object 
for which the meeting was called, went on 
to say that Captain Brewer had held the 
post of Adjutant-General of the local force 
almost ever sinco its organisation, and he 
thought the community were very much 
indebted to him for his services. (Ap- 
plause.) Captain Brewer had given as his 
reason for retiriny from the post a want 
of time only, but if the Volunteers would 
themselves take a little more interest in 
the movement, that reason would pro- 
bably, be done away with in the case 
of any future Adjutant. Speaking for 
the Municipal Council and for himself, 
he thought he might say that the mem= 
bers of the Corps should give more of 
theirattention to the movement generally, 
and to their drills especially. (Hear, hear.) 
It was well known that they would come 
forward in time of emergency, but that 
could also be said of every able-bodied 
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man in the Settlements. ‘The Volunteers 
had been specially supported for many 
years, at a very large outlay of public 
money ; and it would be uo more than 
right to expect that they should be as 
erfect as possible in their knowledge of 
Brill generally. But if the public found 
that all they had to depend upon in time 
of need was an ill-organised body of men, 
they might enquire whether it was worth 
their while to keep up such a force at so 
great an outlay, (Hear, hear.) In the 
time both past and present, the public 
generally of Shanghai had taken a great 
interest in the organisation uf the 
force as well as in other organisatio 
in the Settlement ; for instance, in the 
Fire Brigade, which was a very 
great credit to the Settlement; and he 
thought there was really no reason why 
the Voluntoer Corps should not beas great 
u credit. (Applwuse.) ‘The details as to 
attendance and drills, he believed, would 
be better left to the arrangement of the 
officers and Volunteers themselves ; but it 
was impossible not to see how much better 
they would become by a more regular 
attendance and attention to drill. (Hear, 
hear, and applause.) He hoped the result 
of the meeting would be satisfactory to 
all the members, and that it would be 
the means of ' much closer attention 
being devoted to the movement. The 
meeting would now proceed to consider 
the more important business, that of 
electing a Captain and Adjutant-General, 
and he would be glad to receive any 
proposition or hear any observation respect 
Ang it. 

‘aptain Cans, in the belief, from what 
had fallen from the Chairman, that Captain 
Brower would again take the command if 
lected, had great pleasure in nominating

Captain Rice briefly the 
nomination. 

‘Mr. Wauter proposed, in the event of 
Captain Brower refusing to withdraw his 
resignation, that Captain Hart should be 
elected to the vacant appointment. (Ap- 
plause

other names the members would like to 
propose?

Captain Hanr said, before the proposi- 
tions were put to the meeting, he thought 
it right to stato that he did’ not wish to 
enterinto competition with Captain Brewer. 
He felt a deop interest in Volunteering, 
and his sole object in permitting his a1 
ned was, that he did not wi 
movement collapso in Shangh 
ptain Brewer refused to withdraw his 

tion, then and then only would be 
/his name should 
stand ; but if there was any probability 
of Captain Brower accepting the command 
again, he could not by any means enter 
into competition with him. Should he 
(Captain Hart) be elected without such 
competition however, he would be ready 
to render all the services in his power for 
the good of the Corps. "He thought it 
absolutely necessary that ina place situ- 

like Shanghai, there should be orga- 
nized at least a small force, to fall back 
upon in time of need. He repeated, how- 
ever, that he could not allow his name to 
be put forward in any way of competition 
with Coptain Brewer in the ‘Volunteer 
movement. (Appl 

‘The CHarmaan said he understood that 

Captain Brewer had been asked to with- 

draw his resignation, but had declined to 

do 50. 

‘Mr. Groom said he seconded the 

nomination of Captain Hart because he 
. had ascertained from Captain Brewer that 

he had no intention of reconsidering 
resiguation. Everybody was satisfied with 
the way in which Captain Bi had 
performed the duties of Captain and 
‘Adjutant-General, and had looked after 
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the interests of the Corps generally: 
Captain Brewer had, however, told him 
that he could no longer give the time, 
and especially during the day, necessary to 
the proper discharge of the duties of the 
post. He (Mr. Groom) had been con- 
nected with the Volunteers for many years, 
and knew that the efficiency of a Corps 
did not rest so much with the Adjutant 
as with the volunteers themselv: Te 
they would only turn out in sufficient 
force when called on, there would be found 
officers enough to drill and command them ; 
but if they would not turn out, they could 
not expect officers to take the interest they 
otherwise would, It rested entirely with 
the men themselves. (Applause.) If the 
meeting went through the farce of electing 
an Adjutant-General, aud the very next 
week when called out for drill, they 
attended in detachments of only ten oF 
twelve strong, what then was to be 
expected? He repeated that the proper 
maintenance of the Corps rested entirely 
with the men themselves, ‘There was a 
large number present, and it would be of 
no roceeding to the election of a 
Commandant unless they would give their 
word to attend drills, and attend accord- 
ing to their promise. There had been 
no excitement in the Settlements lately 
to call forth the ardour of the Volunteers. 
‘There had been no Tientsin massacre, no 
riot in the French Concession ; in ‘fact 
there had been a lull that had deprived 
volunteering of interest to many. If 
they had another Tientsin affair—which 
he sincerely hoped they never would—it 
was perfectly certain that every mem- 
ber of the Corps would turn out when 
wanted—that the ‘Home Guard” 
would turn out to a man. But he 
thought the question they had to decide 
to-day, was whether the men would bind 
themselves to attend drill regularly for 
the futuro? (Hear, hear.) Otherwise, he 
would say, let the election of Commandant 
fall through, If they would so promise, 
he had no doubt that either Captain 
Brewer or Captain Hart would prove an 
efiicient commandant. He had no wish 
to put Captain Hart in competition with 















Captain Brewer; but he did not know 
er the latter would serve if he wero 
re-elected. If he did not withdraw his 





resignation, he (Mr. Groom) with the 
acquiescence of Mr, Waller, would wish 
the nomination of Captain Bart to stand, 

‘The Carman thought Mr. Groot 
remarks as to drill and attendance we: 
very good, but they were matters of detail, 
to be settled by the officers and Volunteers 
themselves. After the election of a Com- 
ant, they could, if they cho 
discuss those questions. If it were again 
found that the men did not attend 
Grill, the whole question could be re- 
ferred to the Municipal Council, who 
would then discuss whether it would be 
worth while to keep up the organisation. 
With respect to Captain Brower, what he 
(the Chairman) said at first was that if 
members would properly attend the drills, 
the duties of Commandant would be reu- 
dered such, that, he was almost prepared 
to say, Captain Brewer would serve again 
if elected. (Hear, hear.) 

Captain Can said he had heard, not 
directly but indirectly, that Captain Brewer 
would do so. (Applanse.) 

‘Mr. Srarsey, after a few preliminary 
observations, suggested the engagement of 
a professional drill-sergeant, who would 
take a great deal of the work hitherto doue 
by the Adjutant-General. Ifa drill-ser- 
geant were appointed, Captain Brewer 
might probably be induced to remain. His 
services had given every satisfaction to the 
members, and they would be sorry to lose 
him, 

‘The Cuaran repeated what he had 
said before, that those matters could be 
discussed after the election of a Comman- 
dant. At present, they had no Adjutant- 




















General, and it was necessary to elect one 


before proceeding further. He might, 
however, mention that the Municipal 
Council’ had received several applica- 
tions from apparently competent men 
for the appointment of drill-sergeant to 
the Corps; and the Council would not 
object to incur that expense, if they saw 
it worth their while so to expend the public 
money. The Council, he might say, would 
not grudge any money to make the Corps 
efficient, but of course that rested with 
the men themselves. The first thing 
they had to do, was to elect an officer to 
command them, and then to let the 
Council see, by their attention to drill, 
whether it was a mere rope of sand or a 
well-organised force they had to rely upon. 
If the Council were satisfied that the cost 
of a drill-sergeant would not be thrown 
away, it would he believed not be with- 
held.” (Applause). 

‘Mr. Groosr alluded to the fact that if 

the ballot-box were sent round for both 
the names before the n.eeting, there would 
be a divided vote. If Captain Brower 
would consent to serve again, he would 
certainly be elected ; but if his rosignation 
was not withdrawn, why put it to the 
vote? Captain Brewer was not present to 
say that he would withdraw his resi 
nation, and he (Mr. Groom) was not aware 
if he ‘was represonted by anyone there, 
In_ Volunteering as in everything elao, 
unity was strength ; and if Captain Brower 
did ‘not withdraw ‘his resignation, it was 
almost certain that the ballot would be 
nearly unanimous in favour of Capts 
Hart. What, therefore, would be gai 
by a divided vote? 
Mr. Kixosamon said Captain Brower 
had resigned, and had not withdrawn his 
resignation, neither had he sent any in- 
formation to the. meeting. Let them, 
therefore, proceed with the election, allow- 
ing the resignation to stand, unless the 
members wished to have another meeting, 
and go through all the trouble again, 
(Hear, hear.) 

‘The ballot was then taken, and upon 
the return of the papers, 

Tho Cuarnwan asked if they desired 
that he should only give the result, with- 
gut mentioning numbers? (No reply.) 
He then announced that Captain Hart hi 
been elected. (Applause,) 

‘A Voruxtezr now asked, on behalf of 
the esting, that the numbers should be 
given, 

‘The Cxarnwan thereupon read as fol- 
lows :—Captain Hart, 46; Captain Brower, 
21; no votes, 7. 

‘Mr. Gnooat said that now the duty of 
electing Commandant had beon gone 
through, and Captain Hart had beon duly 
elected; he would like to ask a question on 
a subject that had been pretty genorally 
talked about in the Settlement during the 
past few days, He believed the Municipal 
Council had been asked to employ adrill-_ 
sergeant for the Volunteors, the duties of 
which office were most onerous, and almost, 
impossible to be well carried out by a per- 
son in business, No answer he believed 
had been given to the request, and he 
wished to know whether the Council were 
really disposed or not to engage a drill 
sergeant to attend the Companies and drill 
them properly ? 

Captain Har, before an answer ‘was 
given, rose to thank them very much for 
his election ; aud he could assure them he 
would do his utmost to increase the effi- 
ciency of the Corps. He was very well 
aware that it was no easy matter for all 
of them to turn out when called for drill ; 
but he thought that most of them could 
attend on the opportunities given. (Ap- 
plause.) If they only turned out once a 
fortnight for company drill, with the 
addition of a very little battalion drill, it 
would ead up to the formation of such a 
perfect Volunteer Corps as probably would 
not be seen in any other place in the 



























































world. With regard to Mr. Groom's 
observations respecting the appointment of 
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a drill-sergeant, they all remembered the 
late disturbance in the French Settlement. 
About that time he had a conversation 
with their very worthy ex.Chairman of 
the Municipal Council, and questioned 
him as to the appointment of a drill- 
sergeant to the Corps; telling him it 
‘was absolutely necessary, that, if the 
Corps. were to be kept up to ao 
Preyer slate of effcieney, they should 
ave the services of a drill-sergeant. 
(Bear and applause.) Mr. Fearon, who, 
as they all knew, was a most courteous 
gentleman, quite agreed with the remark ; 
Enda. friend of his. (Captain Hart) who 
was visiting Shanghai from Hongkong, on 
‘his return spoke to the officers of the 
ison there on the subject. He after- 
wards received a letter to the effect that it 
was thought the services of an efficient 
drill-sergeant could then be obtained. He 
(Captain Aart) also told Mr. Fearon that 
t drill-sergeant should not be able only 
ao give instruction in the new drill, 
but should also be well acquainted 
with the improved weapons now in use, 
and that he should be placed under the 
Armourer-sergeant to learn all about 
them. (Hear, hear.) The matter had, 
however, apparently been overlooked. 
It would, he believed, be quite pos- 
sible to obtain such ‘a man as they 
needed. Captain Hart next poin 
the particular duty for which a drill: 
gennt was most wanted, viz., in drill 
recruits before these were permitted to joi 
yeterans in the ranks, He was sure the 
Council wonld not regret the aid they 
would give by employing a drill-sergeant. 
Itonly remained for the members the Corps 
generally to sxy whether they would become 
efliciont if such a man were engaged, and 
it would only require a few hours a week 
to enable them <9 becom Applause.) 
Captain Hart noxt alluded to certain de~ 
fects under which the Corps now laboured, 
principally a want of knowledge of the 
new drill. ‘They could not now fight in 
close order, and that was a point they 
ought to know perfectly. ‘Then again, 
there was the material point of fighting 
under cover, of knowing how to take 
advantaye of every bit of cover they might 
What did thay know about 
‘The officers, as well as the men,— 
as inclined to speak his mind on 
sjeot—th also required in- 
struction in those essential matters, and to 
know more of the new drill altogether. 
With those remarks, which he was sure 
they would all receive goodnaturedly, he 
once more thanked them for electing him. 
(Applause.) 

‘The Cuarnwan, replying to Mr. Groom, 
said all he could say on the subject now, was 
that the Council would give it every con- 
sideration, ‘They had already expended a 
very large amount of the public mon 
the maintenance of the Corps, amounting 
in round figuees to ‘ls. 40,000, at a cost 
of Tis. 3,000 por annum ;’and it was a 
thing that they wore not going to drop 
for want of a drill-sorgeant probably. That 
was his impression, and he believed it 
would be that of his collengues generally. 
He thought they should be very much 
obliged to Captain Hart for his remarks, 
aud he hoped the Volunteers generally 
would do all they could to keep up an 
effective force. (Cheers.) 

Mr, Barry desired, now that the affairs 
of the Corps had been talked over, to 
mention something about the Band. It 
was now ina very high state of efliciency, 
much higher than it had ever been before. 
But in order to maintain it in that 
state, they required some more money. 
{Laughter and cheers.) He was on the 
same lay as Captain Hart, and he thought 











































































they would agree with him, when he said | 


that in order to make the Volunteer more- 
ment popular, they must maintain a good 
Band, (Hear,jhear.) Their Band was now 
composed of nineteen members all told, 
aud they met for practice once a week, the 


average attendance being sixteen or seven- 
teen, and that he thought would bear a 
very favourable comparison with theattend- 
ance of the companies at drill. (Hear, hear.) 
The Council generously allowed them Tis, 
300 per annum, but their leader now mono- 
polised the whole of that money. (Loud 
Jaughter.) In order to keep the Band up 
to the mark, it was found they could not 
do without some three or four professional 
players, who also had to be paid, and in 
fact were perhaps dependent upon what 
they received. The dollars that had been 
saved during the summer recess were 
nearly exhausted, and though there was 
sufficient money in hand to pay them this 
month, it would leave them at the end of 
next month with a magnificent balance of 
about $7 in hand. ‘To ensure the carrying 
on of the Band for the ensuing four months 
would require $350 more, towards which 
they could only look at present to the 
Council’s share, leaving the difference of 
about $195 to be obtained by some other 
means. Unless the money should be forth- 
coming, the Band would be obliged to 
dissolve at the end of the present month, 
He did not know whether the Council 
would meet the emergency, or whether 
the Volunteers themselves would sub- 
scribe the required amount, A very 

moderate subscription would do it, and it 
was, asthey would see, necessary that the 
subject should be mentioned. 

Captain Caxw suggested that the Volun- 
teers should each contribute a dollar. 

‘The Cuarrwaw said this again was one of 
those matters of detail that should be left | 
to the officers and Corps. If, adopting the 
suggestion of Captain Cann, it was found 
the money could not be all obtained, the 
Council would probably como forward, 
and complete it. 

Mr, Groox offered his services to try and 
collect the amount, should a subscription 
be decided upon. (Applause. 

It was suggested that the title of Capt 
and Adjutant-General should be substi 
tuted by that of Captain-Commandant, and 
it was understood that the change would 
be made. 

‘This terminated the business, and with 
the customary vote of thanks to the Chair- 
man, the meeting broke up.

BURNING OF THE SHIP “ HORATIO.” 


Yesterday, shortly aftor one «clock, the 
fire-alarm bells announced, for the third 
time in about as many weeks, the out- 
break of fire ou board a ship in’ the river. 
UD iry, it was ascertained that on 
ue of disaster was the 
American ship Horatio, Captain Hardy. 
of New Bedford, U.S., which had arrived 
from New York on the Ist instant, with 
10,500 cases of kerosine oil, 30 tons of 
coxls, and some general cargo ; aud was 
moored a little way below and off the 
Chine Merchant Company’s Wharf. 

Before proceeding with the narrative 
of ‘the :dit which resulted in the 
n of the ship, it 
will probably be interes 
of our readers to mention that the 
Horatio was, before the advent of steam- 
the favourite passenger ship on 
rom New York to China, having 
made as many as 52 successful voyages, 
and being noted not only for her 
excellent accommodation, but also for 
what were in those days thought to be 

ick passages. She was of 447 tons 

Duilt of the finest material for 
ship-structure, white oak, coppered and 
copper-fastened throughout ; and her lower 
masts were of the famous red pine of the 
American ‘ forest primeval,”—but to this 
we shall have occasion to make further 
allu: OF late years, the Horatio has 
been employed as a regular and successful 
trader, and although built in the year 
1833, and being therefore about 41 years 
old, she was remarkable for her staanch- 
ness and strength. Takenaltoxether, it was 
to some persons matter of surprise that the 
fire took so speedy and firm a hold of her. 
This fact, however, admits of very enay 
explanation ; the cases used to cuntain 
Kerosine are not always free from leakage, 
























































and the stowage and discharge of a cargo 


of this nature generally causes saturation 
of the decks and beam: 

‘The outbreak was discovered as we were 
informed, near the galley, on deck, at ubont 
12.40, an hour at which the Captain, with 
Mrs. Hardy, their child and its nurse, who 
was also stewardess of the vessel, and 
the first mate, Mx. Crownshields, were at 
dinner ; the second mate, Mr. Randal), 
having charge of the deck. On the alarm 
being yiven, it was at once geen by those 
on board that the chance of saving the 
vessel was almost nil, from the fact that 
amumber of the cases containing kerosine 
were then ou deck, some empty, others 
leaky and being repaired. In’ a few 
seconds the fire had caught these, the 
wind rapidly sending it aft. ‘The applica 
tion of water would have been of no use, 
for the kerosine when brought in con 
tact with with it, would only have spread, 
to carry destruction still wider. Cup- 
tain Hardy’s first thought, therefore, was 
the safety of his wife and child and thestew- 
ardess; and during the few minutes that 
elapsed in the happily successful endeavour 
to lower them into a sampan alongside, 
the fre, which had ‘now become. dame, 
had made its way right aft to the 
eabiu, and so round to the taffrail, along 
the top of which as well as the adjacent 
bulwarks, it was seon running and flicker- 
ing in a’ way to show experienced eyes 
that in a few moments the upper works of 
the ship would burst into flame, Smoke 
in dense black volumes began to ascend 
from the cabin, and from the kerosino 
oil cases near’ the waist of the ship, 
betokening how surely and rapidly the 
fire was gaining ground. ‘This, however, 
did not deter Captain Hardy from re-en- 
tering the eabin, which, differing from 
ordinary deck houses, was built the whole 
width of the ship, and was in faot 
ort poop. His object was to 
some cherished articles belonging 


















































to his wife, as well as three valuable 
chronometers. Mr. Crownshields followed 
him to render aid, and also to try and save 


the ship’s insurance papers, but ihe danger 
had become too “mminent; aud they had 
hastily to escape over the side as a fierce 
body of flame leaped full at them, bu 
ing them severely on face and ‘hands, 
Rendered thus helpless, they were pulled 
into a sampan by Mr. Randall, who had got 
down before them, and removed to the U. 
corvette Hartford, one or two of whose bo: 
arrived alongside very soon after the ship 
took fire. Mrs. Hardy, child, and the stoward- 
ess were also taken On bonrd the Hartford, 
having been unable to save a single addi- 
tional article of clothing beyond what they 
wore. ‘The deck around the mainmast, the 
mizzen-mast, cabin, and taffrail, wero now 
one mass of fire, which seizing hold of tho 
lower standing and running rigging, leaped 
from rope to rope with great speed and 
intensity, until both the main and mizzen 
tops were in flames and burning furiously, 
presenting a scene that in the darkness of 
night would have been one of much 
grandeur, and was even lurid and awe- 
inspiring in face of the noonday sun. 

in the meantime the fire-alarm bells were 
clanging ashore, and the members of the 
various volunteer fire companies, with 
their engines, the police with hose-reels 
and extineteurs, and a large number of 
spectators, were hastening from all points 
to the scene of the conflagration, It was, 
however, soon perceived that water, 
unless the burning ship were souttled, 
would be of no avail in such a fire; and 
the vessel being moored nearly in 'mid- 
stream rendered nugatory all efforts from 
the shore. Many of the firemen—the 
Mih-ho-loongs being couspicuous by their 
red shirts and white helmets—went afloat 
in sampans and other eraft, hoping to be 
of some use, but no help coutld be rendered 
in the way’ of extinguishing the flames, 
which each minute rose higher and higher 
until the whole after part of the ship was 















































ablaze from deck to tops. About half-a- 
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cable’s length astern of the Horatio lay the 
Laju, another large ship, with alt her sails 
shaken out to dry. Her position was 
apparently one of some danger, from the 
jossibility chat burning fragments from the 
Horatio wight be ontrios amongst. her 
rigging, the wind blowing in her direction 
and the great body of fire being at the 
after part of the Horatio. However, the 
possibility of such a fatality was soon re- 
moved by the determination to slip the 
cables and tow the Horatio over to the Poo 
tung shore, with the view of placing her 
on the mud, and so preventing her wreck 
from becoming an obstruction in the fair- 
way. ‘The steam-tug Rocket performed 
this duty, and succeeded in towing the 
ship to a position close to Pootung. ‘This 
was afterwards felt not to be altogether 
judicious, however, as to sink the blaz- 
ing wreck, which now began to be co 
tomplated, it would be necessary to haul 
her off again into deeper water. The 
tug Sampson therefore hauled her out a 
little way, but even after again making the 
hip fast, it was found that. she would not 
be far enough from the shore. By this 
time the surface of the river for hundreds 
of yards around was covered with small 
craft of all sizes,—bonts from the U. S. 
corvette Hartford, H, M.S. Modeste, tho 
Russian, French, and German men-of-war, 
and from tho Chinese gunboats (the latter 
looking creditably trim and sailor-like), the 
merchant vessels, the Harbour-maste: 
hulk, the various ianding jett 
Bans innumerable, each wit 
Fr while advantageous point 
ing the spectacle, were crowded 
with people. 

‘While tho Rocket was slowly towing her 
tothe shore, the mizzen-mast, top, and 
upper rigging were all on fire, and at 
about 1.45, ‘the whole mass went over 
tho quarter into the river with a hiss 
and splash loud enough to be heard at 
a considerable distance. Immense masses 
of flame were now also surrounding the 
main lower must, the stays and lanyards of 
which having been burnt through, left the 
¢ pine-stick standing unsupported, 
ts superincumbent weight of upper- 

ging, apparently sulli 
the side at any 
Surrounded by a yoleano of 
fire, below and above deck, and with thi 
top all a-flame, this pie pin 
stood firm, to the wonder of all whos 
general experience led them to expect as 
short work with it as with the mizzen-mast. 
Bul although greatly charred it did not 
fall, and at 2.20 it was relieved of the 
‘weight of the upper spars and rigging, for 
the top and the heel of the topmast having 
beon consumed, the whole of them, with the 
exception of the mainyard, went by the 
board, 

‘The fire still raged aft, and there being 
now even less possibility of extinguishing 
it, it was resolved td:riddle the hull with 
camnon shot, and the Hartford’slaunch went 
within afew yards of her side and fired 
charge after chargo, till nine large holes 
wore made, none of them, however, being 
near onough the water’s edge to be of 
service wuless the ship.could be taken into 
deeper water, and this was now deemed 
impossible. ‘The flames were raging with 
momentarily increasing fury fore and 
aft, and the foremast rigging was soon 
burt through in its turn, as the others 
had boen before it, the fire ‘also extending 
to the bowsprit and the foretop, again leap- 
ing and running from clew-line to bunt-line, 
from stay to lanyard, in manner marvellous 
for its swiftness, and painfully. suggestive 
of the horrors of such & catastrophe at sea. 
About three o’clock the flames had nearly 
done their destructive work on deck, and 
extending downwards to the lower parts of 
the ill-fated craft, reached the magazine, 
which blew up with a flash brilliant in the 
extreme as seen against the comparatively 
Aull red of the conflagration around it, 











































































The burst of smoke which followed the 





explosion was of a sickly green, while 
that from the blazing wood, hemp, pitch, 
and oil, presented varied hues, from dead 
Dlack to light grey, the volumes being of 
great bulk and sailing away grandly 
against the half-clouded sky. At 3.45 the 
foremast went by the board, falling over 
towards the Pootung shore, and throwing 
up the most sparkling coruscations, while 
frowa the forecastle there shot up for some 
distunce flames and blazing fragments #0 
large and fierce as to cause a shudder at 
the thought of what was going on below 
deck. 

A raft had been towed across from 
Farnham’s Wharf, and under the direction 
of Mr. C. P. Blethen, was brought along- 

ide of what remained of the Horatio, with 
the view both of enlarging the shot-holes 
and making acuttle-holes nearer tho water, 
was done, and it was soon apparent 
that large quantities of water were eutering 
the lower hold ; but as the lrull could not 
sink more than two fest before being again 























on the mud, the only good done would be 
to prevent ‘the flames finding their way 
much below where they had already pene. 


trated. ‘This was really all that could be 
done, and as the hull was so secured as to 
prevent all probability of the fire doing 
any further damage, the large concourse 
of spectators both ashore and afloat began 
to depart, and the fire was left to burn 
down until it met with the water which 
had been let in. 

As to the outbreak of this destructive 
‘the rard of the vessel states that a 
aman on board was engaged near the 
galley soldering up some of the leaky kero- 
fine ‘oases, for which he had at hand a 
brazier of lighted charcoal, being at the 
time surrounded with other cases of the 
imflammable oil. The steward had gone 
into the cabin with some dish d was: 
returning to the galley, when he noticed a 
peculiar white smoke, and surmising some- 
thing was wrong, ran back to the cabin 
and told the captain that he believed the 
was on fire, The sequel proved the 
surmise to be correct, but it is not even 
now known how the oil took fire, though: 
it is bel d that either a spark or burn- 
ing ci ‘must have fallen 
upon the deck, tl ty with which the 
flames travelled forbidding any attempt at 
tinction. What became of the Chinaman 
isnot known, but as he was surrounded 
with the cases, most of which were in a 
blaze in less than a minute, there are some 
fears regarding his fate, especially as uo 
one saw him afterwards. It is possible, 
however, that frightened at the mischief 
he had done, he bolted over tho and 
has gone into hiding. There were only a 
few members of the crew on board, and 
they had leisure to escape forward, the 
flames at the outset travelling aft. 
believe they had to abandon their effects. 

Iti incidence that on 
lay twelve months ago, the 
3 ’» atoamer Moyne was burat 
at very nearly the same spot in ‘the river. 

Captain Hardy and Mr. Crownshields, 
after their injuries had been carefully 
attended to on board the Hartford, were 
removed to the General Hospital, where 
enquiries made last night were answered 
to the effect that they were progressing 
favourably. 

At half-past eight p.m., the fire had 
spent itself in the after part of the vessel, 
but the coals in the forepart were still 
burning fiercely. The Kinleyuen floating 
steam engine was pouring volumies of water 
upon them, but it was thought the fire 
would not be completely extinguished for 
several hours longer. 
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‘THE LOSS OF THE BARQUE “ CONTEST.” 

The British barque Albert Victor, Captain 
MacLauchlan, which left Chefoo on 27th 
Nov., and arrivedat Swatow on Gth Dec., 
reports that on the 28th Nor., in the after- 
noon, sbout 80 miles $.E. by S. from the 








Shantung Promontory, discovered, at the 
lee bow, something floating on the water, 
resemblin ga log of wood or short boat. 
Kept off and found it to be a water tank, 
with four men on top of it; lowered a 
boat. In taking the men from off top of 
the tank, found six more inside. As th 
ship’s boat was small and a very high 
was running, brought. the first four men 
on board, and returned twice to take each 
time three men into the boat, The people 
saved were found to be from the Siamese 
barque Contest, which sunk off the Pro- 
montory on the 23rd November, and com- 
prised two supercargoes, seven  coolies

As far as can be ascertained 
left Newchwang on the 21s! 
and on the 23rd met with ahenvy gale 
from N.W., when her mizeu-must came 
down and fell in between the fore and 
main rigging. ‘The thus becoming 
unmanageable, Captain Kramer steored in 
for the land, and probably not being able 
to reach a proper anchorage, cut away the 
two other masts and anchored in 18 
fathoms of water. ‘There was no more 
chain on deck, and the erew refused to 
work ; so the ship drifted out to sea, and 
the wreck of the masts knocked a hole in 
her bottom. The Malay crew, super- 
cargoes, and coolies, in the meantime, were 
sitting in the foreeastle, smoking opium 
and drinking samshu, saying that if they 
had to go down they wanted to go dowi in 
good spi aptain Kramer, seeing tl 
ship fill rapidly, with a revolver in his 
hand, made the crew get the ship’s boat 
and two water-tanks out, He put the 
Siamese woman into one of the tanks, and 
as the tank was already too crowded, yot 
out himself and tried to get, with his mate 
and six Malays, in the gig’ but it i 
lieved he was’ drowned in the attempt. 
Most likely all the rest of the erew have 
been drowned. ‘Tho crew of the Contest 
consisted of Captain Kramor’ and his mate

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OP A SHIP 

CAPTAL 

The Daily Pres makes the following 
statement, on reliable authority, respecting 
the Fronch brig H. & L. 

Tt appears that the brig H.  L., Capt. 
Blanchet, left Hongkong on the 17th 
October for Chefoo, with a yeneral cargo, 
and a crew, including the captain, of ten, 
eight of whom were Europeans and the 
remaining two a Chinese cook and boy. 
On Tuesday last (Ist Dec.) one of the ere, 
an Englishan, Joseph Gridley, arrived in 
Hongkong from Macao, together with the 
Vice-Consul for Franco at that port. 
Gridley, we are informed, stated to the 
French Consul here that eleven days alter 

in departure from Hongkong, when a 
je to the North of tho Philippine 
Islands, between midnight aud 4 a.m., the 
mate called out, “All hands aft,” to look 
after the captain, who was missing. A 
search was made but proved unsuccessful. 
The mate accordingly took command and 
decided upon making for Manila, but 
was unable to do so, and accordingly 
made for Hongkong, by theaus of in- 
formation from junkmen, who indicated 
the direction int which to steer. They 
were drifted by currents to the South of 
Tienpak, between the island of Nowchow 
and Sandy Banks, near Quan-chow-wan, 
‘They followed a junk and passed through 
narrow channel which led them into a 
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bay, in which they became wind bound. 
After being ton days in this position, they 
Grew lots as to who should go to Macao, 
and the lot fell upon Gridley, who. as 
abovementioned, broughtonthe intelligence 
to this port. It’took him fourteen days to 
yeuch Macao in a junk. According to his 
information the vessel could not get away 
withont the assistance of a steamer or the 
change of the monsoon, From the informa 
tion obtained by the Vice-Consul for 
France at Macao under instructions from 
‘the Conaul here, it appears that the 
junk people stated that the men on board 
were quite orderly and appeared to be 
waiting for suecour, ‘The junkmen offered 
to lend a pilot, and at2 p.m. yesterday (4th 
Dec.) the Krench Consul at Canton, who was 
here, went off to make furthor investiga- 
tions, after offering to take the Agents of 
the Insurance Companies and others inter- 
ested with him, A French captain went 
with the Consul to take command of the 
vessel. From Macao a Chinese gunboat 
will conduct the party to the spot. The 
cause of the cuptain’s disappearance is not 
known, but as yet there is no ground for 
suspicion aguinst the crew. 























THE LOSS OF THE S.S. “CHUSAN” AND 
SEVENTEEN LIVES. 


‘The papers brought by the mail of 23rd 
Oct, contain full particulars of the loss, at 
Ardrossan, of the S. S. N. Co.’s new 
steamer Chusan, which was’ briefly re- 

jorted by telegraph some weeks ago. 
Tin deendtul shipwreck formed the most 
ious of a number of disasters resulting 
irom a prevalence of such heavy gales 

around the Coasts of Great Britain and 

Treland as have not been experienced since 

1866, when the London was lost. ‘Eh 

following is from the report of the Glasgow 

Herald :— 

The Chusan, after leaving Waterford, ex- 
perienced at the outset moderate weather. 
‘On Tuesday night (20th October), however, 
the wind rose, and gradually gained in inten- 
sity, while the sea ran high. After midnight 
a perfect hurricane prevailed, with deluging 
rain au blinding spray. ‘The gale blew from 
the north-west, driving the vessel, which did 
not obey her helm, over the direction of 
Ayrshi and the obvious aim of those in 
charge of the ship was to keep her well in 
channel and clear of this dangerous coast line. 
During the night Captain Johnstone, Mr. 
‘Moir, the pilot, and Cuptain King remained 
‘on the bridge, while Mr, Miller, the second 
mate, and other three meo, were stationed at 
the wheel. From this it would appear that 
the safety of the vessel was provided for as far 
aspossible. The wind, however, was too strong 
to allow them to gain safer harbours up chan- 
nel, and about 6 o'clock they found themselves 
a towards Ardrossan under all the, 

» Of thick darkuess, blinding raiu and. epra 
and a gale inshore. Fi that it wa 
sible to keep off they made for th 
and succeeded in rounding the point. ‘The 
situation of Crinan Kock is indicated by a 
beacon placed ou the top, which seems to have 
‘been observed, and as the vessel was runt 
ominously near to it her engines were backed. 
Before she could be got clear, however, a great 
sea wheeled lier round, and ‘she .struck 

the shore side of the rock aud parted amid- 
ships. The stern end of the vessel, which 
contained the machinery, sank to the bul- 
warks in about half an hour, the paddles 
remaining above water; while the fore- 
art of the ship, which was watertight, 
rt fted into the harbour. She was cut 
through as if with a knife. The sternend was 
also provided with a water-tight compart- 
meut in rear, but the machinery was partially 
open, and the dead weight, with the inroad 
of the sea, resulted in its going down, ‘Those 
who were in this part of the ship crowded 
astern, and as the sea washed over the 
bulwarks they were either drowned or washed 
overboard. If they had got on the paddle- 
‘Doxes, the chances are that many of them, at 
Teast, might have been saved. As for the 
forepart of the ship, as we have said, it 
floated into. the harbour, and the greater 
number of those on board, upwards of 20 in 
‘all, were safely brought to land. The pilots 
























































and others who stood on the pier carried life- 
buoys, which were thrown to the assistance 
of several of the crew, who had got hold of 
pieces of wreck, and were drifting inshore. 
‘Dhe wreck was seen from land and steps were 
fat once taken to bring into requisition all 
available means for the rescue of the drowning 
people, whose screams could be heard above 
the roar of the storm. As it happened, these 
means were hardly adequate for the occasion. 
Tho life-boat was procured, and when she was 
launched, which was not accomplished until 
fully an hour after the vessel struck, the 
‘wind was s0 strong in shore that the crew could 
not get her out to sea, although half an hour 
was spent in this endeavour. It was still 
early morning, but large crowds had assembled 
on the quay, watching with painful anxiety 
the sad spectacle out at sea, Men were seen 
clinging to the wreck, crying piteously for 
help, and others vainly trying to swim ashore 
were carried out by the ebb tide and quickly 
lost to sight. While the lifeboat was thus 
contending with the difficulties of the hour, 
Captain Bannatyne, accompanied by five men, 
put off in the harbour He got as near 
the wreck as possible, and lines were thrown on 
board, by means of which nine of the un- 
fortunate people were saved. captain, 
with his wife, got hold of one of the lines. He 
bravely kept his wife afloat until she was 
seized by those on board the tug, but the 
yr man himself slipped backward and was 
owned. The first and second engineers 
were of the number of those rescued at this 
time. Captain Bannatyne shouted to those 
till on the wreck to get on the paddle-boxes. 
‘The tide was now full, and he was hopeful 
that they might be able to hold on till be got 
back again. His return to shore, too, was 
ignals for him to come and take

tthe lifeboat in 
with comparative case, he experien 
siderable difficulty in’ getting the tug into 
position to return, ‘This was at length 
accomplished and he landed his passengers. 
‘The Iifeboat was then taken in tow, and 
on the wreck being reached lines were ‘again 
thrown out. In this way Miss Elliot, 
her child-nephew, George Johnstone, John 
Murdoch Jobnstone, the mate, and three or 
fonr of the men wero taken off. The mate, 
Mr. Johnstone, lashed Miss Elliot and the 
child to the rope, and saw them on board the 
tug before looking to his own safety or that of 
his companions. "By the time these rescues 
had been effected, all hope of rendering fur- 
ther assistance was at an end. It /was now 
about 9 o'clock, and the storm had done its 
work. Excepting those who had reached 
land, all were now beyond human aid. As 
we have said, several men were rescued 

















by the assistance of the pilots on the 
pier, and the steward of the steamer 
Amphion, then lying at the quay, picked 
up a man who that veseel.

Four men also put off in a small boat, but their 
praisessorthy bravery was unhappily not re- 
warded by success. “ One of the crew was ob- 
served at the wheel and efforts were made to 
bring him off. ‘The men sucseeded in passing 
aline to him, bat were unable to pull him 
clear of the wreck, and it is supposed that 
he must have been fastened to the wheel. He 
was ultimately washed off the deck and 
drowned. ‘The rescued persons were accoin- 
modated in hotels and private houses in the 
town, and every kindness was shown them. 
Mrs. Johnstone is near her confinement, and 
her condition is therefore critical. Mr. Jobn- 
stone, the mate, lies in a very exhausted state.

was received cordially. Mr. J. de Cordova 
read an amusing story in rhyme, “The 
Rape of the Lock, or, the misadventure of 
Captain Jones ;” and’ was followed by Mr. 
Rogerson, who, from his seemingly inex- 
haustible’ catalogue, recited the legend 
from Ingoldsby anent a “Little Vulgar 
Boy.”

‘The reading was well received, 

The Rev. GD. B. Mmnter then 
delivered an address, which was remark- 
ablefor a bold, yet judicious, comment upon 
the uselessness of legislative prohibition 
of the sale of intoxicating drinks, and also 
for the practical suggestions contained in 
it, upon the best means of conquering 
aleohol-drinking as « habit, aud also its 
too frequent result, drunkenness, We 
regret that our space will not permit us to 
report the address in its entirety, Com- 
mencing with a familiar exposition of the 
beginning of “Habit” in anything, the 
speaker went on to say :— 

‘Habit is the element of practical charac- 
tor. See a strong, sensible, self-reliant, manly 
man, who sees thinge with a clear eye, never 
wrongs others, and makes every step i 
count for something, and much of what h 
is the growth of habit ; and on the other side, 
the man degraded, dishonored, aud discrowned. 
of his mauhood, is what he is because of 
habit. There is an important difference be- 
tween the two, however ; the trae man has 
kept the upper hand of his habits, and 
cultivated them as instruments to make some- 
thing of himself, but the debased man has 
fallen under the feet of a tyrant, and given 
up that which coustitutes his life and streagth 
to habits, to whose imperial sway he bonds, 
a crawling slave. ** * Laying aside the cases 
of those who take to drink as naturally asa 
boy takes to bread and butter, it is a matter 
worthy of earnest thought, and a serious 
matter too, that drunkenness is the im- 
perceptible growth of habit. We caunot 
assume that every man who drinks at all, will, 
therefore, by a rigid necessary consequence, 
become adrookart, for known facts will not 
support such a sweeping conclusion ; but it 
may be safely assumed that most men who 
reach the guttor have found the bottom by 
gradually yielding to the unrealized force of 
a fascinating habit, ‘There is « point, where 
he habit passes into a disease. ‘Whore that 

, where the line of separation between 

no man knows, 0 mau 

is conscious when he crosses it, and here lies the 
unseen danger. Before he has reacheil thatline, 
while he is in the region of habit, a mau is 
his own master, if he is a man, and he can, if 
ho choose, bring his appetites to heel by a 
vigorous will ; but if he once passes that line, 
he has lost his mastery, and the chances are 
very slight that he will ever release himself 
from the massive and eruel grip of a pitiless 
and powerful habit. We take it for granted 
that everybody considers the evils and sulfer- 
ings produced by the abuse of drink to be 
simply enormous and frightful ; and in what 
contribution we may make toward diminishing 
these evils, it is well to keep to the truth of 
things, to face facts as they are, and to 
remember that. many persons naturally crave 
stimulants; with some the desire for them 
ws habitually stronger, and with some the 
fait becomes a disease which is seldom cured, 
Of course, all possible devices have been tried, 
and must be tried, but truths like these have 
been much ignored; for the extreme tem- 
perance agitators, in America especially, are 
‘awretchedly intemperate set of individuals, 
and utually get a single idea into their heads, 
“ shut their eyes and rush atitlikea bull,” and 
‘generally with some such effect as thatauimal 
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produces in a china shop. But in attempting 
to improve the world, we cannot get rid of 
the inconvenient facts of human nature, unless 
we take the method of a colored servant 
of, golentie, exploring party in the 
Wasatch mountains in Utah. They were 
about to descend a rugged defile to encamp 
in the plain below, and Sam, who rode 
a notoriously kicking donkey, was requested 
to carry abottle of spirits. When they arrived 
incamp they discovered thatthe bottle was not 
halffull. “Sam, wherehasthat whiskey gone?” 
“Ldumio, mas'r ; 1 specs it’s shook’ down.” 
{Laughter}. Ibis by some such way of account- 
ing for existing facts, such as the craving for 
ttiintlants, aud the tremendous force of habit 
that the sweeping probibitory legishation has, 
‘thusfar, unfortunately proved nearly afa.iure. 
Dr. Dio Lewis, the man who professed to 
engineer the late woman's movement against 
rumsellers in America, gives us the result of 
observations made ina tour of the State of 
Maine, of the operations of the proli 
law. ‘He says, “A little more than tw 
years ago, we began to legislate against the 
fale of intoxicating drinks; since that time 
the temperance sentiment has retrograded.” 
‘Whatever his opinion would be worth in other 
matters, it is certain he would represent 
cause of temperance in the best possible ligh 
After all the efforts that have been made, it 
not pleasant to contemplate such a result as 
this. But it is no roason why earnest m 
should lose heart; it only shows that those 
peopl who imagine that the world is going to 
he regenerated at once, by a long pull, a 
strong pull and a pull together, come 
short of their expectations. In Bangor, Maine, 
1 place of 15,000 inhabitauts, he declares 
that there are three hundred’ places where 
rinks are sold, or one for every fifty people— 
men, women, aud children ; aud this in a city 
where the probibitory law 

enforced, and where it has be 
books for at least twenty-five y 
should be also remem that” this per- 
istent drinking in spite of law, is done not 
by transient. visitors nor by new. b 
by the staid people themselves, whose I 
lators have made the laws, 

writes to friends of temperance in Ohio, 
you were to send a committes to Maine to 
spend a week or two investigating the 
workings of the prohibitory law, you would 
be amazed at the facts. And yet I did not 
see an open drinking place in the State. 
‘There is no doubt the traffic has been driven 
under cover, aud there is not a shadow 
of doubt that the consumption of drinks in 
Maine is enormous.” It is very certain that 
the evidence is accumulating every day, 
which shows beyond a doubt that the kind 
of prohibitory legislation that has been tried 
has not only failed to accomplish what was 
expected, but indeed has doue but very little 
to moet the real evils of intemperance. ‘The 
obvious: reason why laws against drinking 
are ineffectual, is simply because they cannot 
be enforced. ‘Tt comes so close, aud enters so 
deeply into matters of personal indulgence, 
of imogined sources of comfort, of the claims 
of porsonal right, that people in general will 
cither openly disobey the law, or secretly 
evade it. And, as we still may he considered 
the descendants of Adam, until the i 
yen get the matter Axed, uma eas 
it is takes special delight in doing things 
forbidden, aud many meu have indulged who 
would nof otherwise have thought of it, just 
because it was contrary to the law. ‘They 
put us in mind of the anecdote related i 
joswell’s Johnson, of Dr. Barroby, the phys 
cian, who was very fond of swine’s flesh. 
One’ day when he was eating it, he, said, 
“1 wish I was a Jew.” Why’ so,” said 
somebody, “the Jews are not allowed to 
eat your favorite meat.” “Because,” said he, 
“Tshould then have the gust of ‘eating it 
with the pleasure of sinning.” — Whil 
it must be acknowledged that legislation 
which aims at absolute prevention cannot be 
successfully carried out, this does not imply 
the necessary conclusion that it is unwise or 
inexpedient to legislate at all against the 
traffic. Kegulative legislation can be enforced 
where preventive legislation is a failure. All 
men of healthy seuse agree xs to the harm- 
fulness of spirituous liquors, but there is a 
difference of opinion as to the harmfulness of 
light wines, beer and cider; and not uutil you 
can convince a large elass of people that it is 
their duty to give up what they consider a 
harmless and perhaps beneficial indulgence, 































































































for the sake of the few who persist in ruining 
themselves with bad whiskey, can you expest 
to make preventive legislation” effectual. 
‘There is a certain number of men who are 
bound to pass that point where the habit of 
drinking becomes a disease beyond the contral 
of the will, the man’s brain becomes muddled, 
there is an artificial suspension of the moral 
judgment, he becomes injurious to society, 
and’ society as a matter of self-protection 
says the law must take him in hand, the sale 
of intoxicating liquors must be regulated, and 
the character of the men who sell them must 
be looked into. Understand, I am not 
asserting that this is the right and only 
thing; L'am only claiming that these are facts 
that the friends of temperance have got to 
meet fairly in the face, and not attempt to do 
the impossible on the basis of visionary 
theories. Perhaps a little healthy legislation 
might be done by the powers that be in 
Shanghai that would be gratifying to the 
whole community. It is a well-known 
that poison-stuff in liquor bottles is sold i 
the Chinese shops, one or two drinks of which 
will set a man crazy. Jack comes ashore 
with the pent-up energies of a long cruise of 
three or six months bursting forth, and 
marches straight for one of these shops, aud 
buys a bottle of strychnine for ten cents, 
A drunken brawl in the streets, and broken 
jinrikshas soon follow, and the sailor boys 
are sent up to jail,.to ruminate just long 
enough to whet their appetites for auoth 
tum. Ifa policeman scents out bad meat in 
a Chinese butcher's shop, short work is made 
of the whole establishment ; or if a coolie 
obstructs the sidewalk with his jinriksha he 
is bambooed; and it seems but fair that the 
sailors visiting the port should be protected, 
and the self-respect of the community 
maintained, by some rigid measures against 
this monstrous offence. In this whole 
matter of prohibitory jon, more can 
be effected by the quiet working of moral 
influences than by sweeping preventive 
Inws that the people will not accept nor 
obey. 
the respect of the people, not only loses 
its moral power, but is positively inju- 
rious. A man does not lose his self-respect, 
nor the respect of others, by drinking con- 
trary to the law. Tn“certain circumstances 
itmay be disreputable, but it is not so because 
he does it against the law, and as long as 
thi ‘a man who is determined to drink 
will evade any law that human ingenuity 
can frame. ‘The great thing is to educate 
the public sentiment, so that it will not onl: 
be adisgrace for a man to get drunk—it is 
that now—but that it will be a disgrace for 3 
mantogetrespectably drank, (Hear.) As long 
‘as man'sphysical uatureis what itis, we cannot 
hope to reach the Paradise of cold water; but 
there is much to be done, and mucki that wo 
can do, in correcting the serious and deadly 
evils that spring out of the abuse of dri 
By refining and elevating the tone of public 
tought, by wise and charitable work, by 
tender ‘sympathy toward those who are 
falling, we cau help to bring about a state 
of things so that avy man whose moral 
sense tells hin that cold water is his only 
safety, will have no temptations or influences 
to swerve him from his purpose. One of 
the direct influences that is often pressed 
the argument of the cost of drinking. 
‘The newspapers put it in this way: 
save ten cents a day from my drioks,” ra- 
minated old Reduose, ‘it will be $36.50 a 
year, and in fifty years it will be $1,825, and 
then I can marry Mary, dear ’ Mary !” 
(Laughter) But the thing goes deeper 
than’ this; the cost in “some cases 
is a serious matter, and the argument 
must have great weight in maiy minds; 
but the cost is much more than money, it 
unfits a man for the duties of life. It not 
only renders him incapable of gaining a com. 
petent living, but makes him incapable of 
fling out an honest manbood, and of getting 
out of lifo all that is precious ‘and_substanti 
init, Let a man put bis thought upon 
and see if he is conscious that the alcoholic 
habit he has, is acquired ; then let him discover 
if he has it in hand. If he has not, let him 
be sure that it is a growing habit, ‘and that 
he will wake up some morning and find that 
he is in the embrace of a disease that will not 
Jet up on im as loog as there is = quivering 
nerve of physical energy in his body. This 
is the kind of men, all the way along in the 
degrees of their downward walk, that the

SUFFERINGS AT SEA. 


‘Tho Straits Times of the 16th November, 
coutains the affidavits, taken at the British 
Consulate, Batavia, of five men, the survi 
yat's crew of the ship Luxine, whic 
left North Shields on the 11th June last, with 
coals for Aden, When she was less than two 
months out, after sho had encountered a 
heavy storm, her cargo of coals were found 
to be on fire and she had to be abandoned. 
The captain, officers, and men, 31 in all, left 
in three boats. What may have become of 
two of the boats is not known to the survivor 
who were picked up by » Datch veseel, au 
Tanded in Batavia, and who have told a 
harrowing story of their own experiences, 
‘Thoy loft the ship on 9th August, and tri 
to make St. Helena, but “though they 
reckoned that they were within 30 miles of 
the island at one timo, they failed to reach it, 
and then steered for the coast of Brazil.

After a time 
the man Manus Schutt proposed that they 
should cast lots who sbould fall as a sacrifice 
for keeping the others alive. ‘To this we all 
consented. Having no other means to make 
a lottery, we hit upon using small sticks of 
different sizes, deciding that the one who drew 
the smallest should be the victim. After 
having made the sticka ready, I held them in 
my hand while the others drew. On compar- 
ing them together, I found that the Italian, 
‘Francis Shnfas, ‘held the smallest stick.

the full absurdity of Prince Kung’s last 
despatch upon the subject, in which he hiuts 
in an unmistakeable way, that the result of 
Foreigners pressing farther for the Woosung 
Bar being cleared, would be that China woul 
not be unwilling even to go to war. It is 
possible also that some little feeling of gratitude 
to the British Minister, for having happily 
got them out of a very unpleasant scrape: 
mmay have something to do with the rumoured 
concession. 
‘We trust sincerely that the report may 
prove well founded, as there cau assuredly be 
no valid reason why so simple a concession 
should not be made to the wants of commerce. 
One thing was made clear by the correspon- 
dence which was published in the report of 
the recent Consular Meeting at Shanghai, aut 
that ia that local officials had paid very litt 
attention to the matter before they sent in their 
report on the subject. ‘They had not obtained 
auy proper survey, nor had-they learnt the 
true bearing of the matter. It is to he hoped 
that upon reinvestigation they have found out 
the absurdity of the position they at first took 
up, and that, though tardily, the Chinese 
Goverument may after all yield toa request, of 
which, when they are thoroughly informed of 
ite nature, iti ible for them to deny the 
reasonableness and necessity. 




















































‘THE CAPTURE OF NANA SAHIB. 


‘The Indian papers seem to be much divided 
in opinion as to whether the Nana has actually 
been captured, and the majority doubt the 
identity’ of the prisoner with that infamous 
personage. ‘The Jndian News says the 
identity of the prisoner at Morar is still a 
vexed question, and our contemporaries in 
Western India seem to pay great attention to 
it, and they have letters aud telegrams on all 
dea of the subject, that settle nothing. 
Even in Morar the same uncertainty prevails. 
We gave an account of some scenes of tho 
capture by an eyewitness. Again we have 
testimony on equally good authority, but not 
more decisive in effect on the main point. 
Our informant has seen the prisoner, and he 
says a more pitiable crouching wretch was 
never seen. ‘Those who see him, and talk: 
and speculate about hit, are still undecided. 
Even Scindia himself seems to waver in his 
opinions, thinking sometimes that he is, and 
sometimes that he is not the man wanted. 
He inclines to tho former opinion on the 
ground that on his apprehension he told 
things to his captor which no one else knew. 
‘Then there is the old man, the father of the 
man who married the late Rajah's daughter. 
He was very clear. He said, “He is the 
Nana.” Then the blood nephew of the Nana 
was equally decisive. Our informant says 
that Colonel Thompson is also more decided 
in his opinion than the published reports 
imply. He has gone somewhere to obtain 
further evidence. Our informant himself 
shares to some extent this vacillation of 
opinion, and yet inclines to the idea that the 
risoner is the man. Dr. Tressider’s evidence 
is not much thought of in Morar, as there is 
no reference in it to any surgical marks. No 
efforts will be spared to settle the point, but 
everything connected with the affair is very 
unsatisfactory. 

‘The Englishman says: An old Cavalry 
Sewar, who knew the Nena, has described some 
marks which the Nana had, and correspond- 
ing marks have been found on the prisoner at 
Gwalior. A syce of an officer at Morar is 
said to eonfessed to the murder of seven 
Europeans at Kahnpur in 1857. He asked 
fora pardon, and offered to identify the pri- 
















































soner, having known the Nana well. One 
native correspondent of the Delhi Gazette 
suggests that the capture is atrick of the 
Nakarajah Scindia (who. is not allowed to 
Jeave bis territories without the permission of 
the Government of India from the day his 
conduct was questioned in Oude) to curry 

favour, clear off his reputation, and get his 
salute of guvs increased at least by two. 
Another native correspondent of the same 
journal, declares on pucca kubber (very good 
authority) that the Nana has, with the 
other notorious fugitives, ‘Toola Ram, Abeer, 
and Ferozeshah, joined the Russiaus long ago, 
passing through’ Sind, Hyderabad, in, the 
Attire of Hajees proceeding to Mecca. ‘This 
rebellious party, he says, has been the source 
of giving growth to in fresh opinions 
with the Russian Government regarding the 
immense produce of Hindoostau, &c., on 
which she is acting and intends’ to aet.— 
It is estimated that sixty photographers 
fixed their cameras before the prisuner at 
Morar during the. week he was there. A 
pistograp of the, villain was forwarded to 

mndon within six hours of the capture. 

‘A correspondent sends the J'imes of India 
the following story of the way in which the 
Mlestrated London Neves got up 2 portrait of 
the Nana Saiib in 1857, "* When poor Lang 
was in London, he was interviewed by a per- 
sonal friend of Ingram, the proprietor of the 
Ninatrwted, who asked hin it he could supply 
that paper with a portrait of the Nanw, and 
pointing ‘to a good-sized portrait in oil and a 
ife-likeness of Jotecpershad, taken by Mr.

‘H. B. M.'s SUPREME COURT. 


Dee. 11th, 1874. 

Inre the death of Rionarp W. Howett. 

The following deposition, respecting ‘the 
death of Richard W. Howell, clerk in the 
employ of Messrs. Gilman & Co., has been 

je before R. A. Mowat, Hsq., Coroner, 
by Dr. Henderson: 

I was called on tho morning of the Ist 
December, about 9 o'clock, to see Mr. Howell. 
Tfound him lying insensible on his bed, with 
a bullet wound through the forehead above 
the left eye. ‘There was a Colt’s rovolv 
‘one chamber of which had been discharged, 
lying on a chair near the bed. Brain matter 
and blood were issuing from the wound, and 
heappeared tobe dying. Herallied, however, 
and remained in a state of semi-consciousnesa 
for eight days. Inflammation of the brain 
then set in, and death followed 24 hours 
after. A post-mortem examination disclos 
the fact that the bullet had travers 
upper part of the left lemisphere of the brain, 
n'a direct line backwards, lodging ‘on. tho 
inner surface of that patt of the brain 
membrane which covers the occipital bone. 
I should say that the death was acci- 
dental. In the first place, Mr. Howoll was 
in good healt and had no mental anxic! 
of any kind. (I was his medical attend- 
ant.) In the next place, when I first found 
him, he bad a half-smoked cheroot in hismouth, 
which had dropped into the mouth. In the 
third place, on the Sth of the month, when 
he was most conscious, he made a statement 
to me, in the presence of Dr. Johnston, that 
the occurrence was accidental. I first asked 
him my name, which be gave correctly. ‘Ther 
I said, “Did your pistol go off accidentally ? 
"To this his answer was “Wes.” I next asked,

Anrtvars.—Tho M. M. steamer Sindh, from Marseilles, with London dates of 28rd October ; the steamers Crocus 
and Glenlyon from London, and Achilles from Liverpool, and the ship Star of the West from New York. The P. & O. 
steamer Thibel, with the English mail of 80th October, arrived early this morning. 

Texeoraws.—Latest date, 11th instant, report no change in quotations, excepting in Lona Exts, which had 
advanced to 36s. Gd. per piece. Discount continues at 6 per cent. 





PIECE GOODS.—The better feoling noticed in last report, has given way, after a few days’ existence, to the same stato of 
dulness which has been the main feature in our Piece Goods market for some time past ; and a change for the better can hardly be 
expected for tho presont, since the Tientsin dealers havo returned home, satisfied with what they have already bought ; and the news 
from the River Porrs remains unsatisfactory, notably from Hakow, whence the intelligence reaches us that “during the last three 
ays not a single sale has been effected, excepting 200 pieces Long Ells,” and that at a price comparing very unfavorably with the value 
here, The hope expressed in a late issue, however, that JAPAN might do something before the end of the year, has been partly falfille 
and doubtless the demand would have been greater but for the festivities celebrating the peaceful settlement of the difficulty wil 
China—the failure of one of the most prominent native banking institutions, which had its branches all over the country—and the 
usual lull in trade there, going hand-in-hand with the closing and settling of accounts between the natives before the New Year and 
its prolonged holidays. 

‘The business in Grey Shirtings done this week aggregates 32,000 pieces, as specified below, and of the 18,000 pieces that went over 
toTavax by the Costa Rica ou the 11th instant, about 10,000 pieces represent part of above sales. ‘To-lay's steamer was intended 
to take more across, but late telegrams from Hioco reporting an important decline in value for both 8{ and 7-Ibs., only a small 
quantity goos forward to that market. ‘The bulk of the salps consists of common chops, costing from ‘Tis. 1.00 a 1.09 per piece for 
8}-Ibs., and Tis. 1.38 « 1.39 per piece for 7 lbs. In 7-Cloths an insignificant business has been done, confined almost entirely to 7-lbs. 
Cloth, but a small speculative demand has sprung up for Mexicans, some of the native dealers having a notion that but small 
quantities of this particular description are coming forward ; uo scles are reported, however, as holders cannot satisfy the enquiry at the 
low offers made, Drills have only received some attention sinco yesterday, and English 15 bs, common chops are wanted for the JAPAN 
market at Tis, 2.90 a 2.32 per piece, but ownera aro unwilling to sell at theso figures. For Dutch, “Cock Chop,” ‘Tle. 2.26 per picce has 
been offereil. In the early part of the week there wasa small enquiry for Jeans, but it has since entirely fallen off. In White 
Shirtings, Velvets, Dyed Brocades, and Sheetings, nothing bas been done. 

Woollens.—In the auction sale last week Camlets wero sold at an advance of 5 mace por piece, and Spanish Stripes at 4 eandareen por 
yard above previous rates, but buyers finding difficalty in reselling their purchases to the trade, lower prices are again anticipated. 
Long Ells, C.P.H. Scarlet, remain in favor, and the late settlements have changed hands at an advance of 2a 3 candareens por pice, 
It is reported that Tls. 7.40 per piece has been offered for 1,000 pieces C. P. H. Scarlet “‘to arrive” shortly. Afedium Cloths and 
Figured Lustres are neglected. For a parcel of the former sold at auction about a month ago at Tis. 1.48 per yard, and the buyer of 
which defaulted, ouly Tis. 1.31 per yard is now offered ; aud of the latter, a small quantity, square pattern, lias been disposed of at 
‘Tis, 2.27 per piece to close consigaments, Tis. 2.59 per piece having been refused for the same in October.
